Moody, secretary of the big bakery firm 
of Moody &- Waters, who died on l-'eh- 
i-iiary 20. is believed to have been mur- 
dered. Coroner llotl'man xx-ho luis been 
conducting an investigation declared to- 
day that sufficient ar.senie to cause death 
hud been found in the, .stomach of the 
deceased. 


The arsenic is believed to have been 


placed in Hamburger steak eaten by Mr. 
Moodv at nine o'clock in the morning of 
February 20. At 
eleven 
o'clock 
that 


night his death occurred. 


Agnes Hartwick, a maid employed at 


the Moody house is said by the coroner 
to hftve bee.n taken violently ill a fexv 
hours after partaking of some of the 
gravy from the stcuk.

Enough to Kill Six Persons. 


Acording to the coroner Dr. Hnrtnmn 


secured some of the steak xvhich had 
formed part of Mr. Moody's breakfast, 
und lat«r turned it over to Dr. llaines. 
The latter reported that it contained 
enough arsenic to kill six persons. 


The breakfast 
was prepared by the. 


maid, Mrs. Moody complaining tlmt. she 
felt ill, and xvou'ld not join him at the 
meal. This was at 7:SO o'clock in the 
morning. 
At one o'clock that nicht. Mr. 


Moody who had been busy at his bak- 
ery all day, returned in n, carriage suf- 
fering intense pain. 


Mrs. Moody administered an emetic

H xvould provide for transfer to a. state 
xvhcncver it xvas shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the secretary of interior that 
any tract of land xvas chii'tly valuable 
as'a power site. 
Only one reservation 


xvould be made and that would be that 
the transfer should not interfere xvith j 
prospecting or the development of min- j 
pral resources.

The land xvould he conveyed on the ex- j 


press understiuidiiig that the acquiring | 
state should not alienate the fee -imple j 
title, but should retain for xvater power: 
purposes granting the use only for spc- ' 
eitic periods of time. 


Other conditions of the bill are that 


the land shall be devoted by the lessee 
only to the development of water pow- 
er:'that the state shall reserve the right 
to fix charges, by power companies for 
each ten year period: that no monopoly 
shall be permitted to lessees under the 


law.

forfeiture of the land by the suite, ill 
ca.se of any disposition of the land con- 
trary lo the provision? of the proposed 
luxv.

„_,_,,...,, The fact that a large part 
of his daily bread is supplied from his 
own farm instead of being purchased out 
of cash on nar,d naturally causes the far- 
mer to place an uncertain value on the 
products consumed in his home. Never- 
theless a constantly increasing number 
of farmers are keeping accurate records 
of their daily receipts and expenses and 
of the exact quantities of all classes of 
products grown or raised. 


Outline of Schedule. 


In order that the great majority of 


farmers who do not ordinarily keep book- 
records of their farm operations may be 
given an opportunity to familiarise them- 
selves with the scope of the census to be 
tnken this year an outline of the sched- 
ule i,-, here presented. Every farm oper- 
ator is strongly urged to study this out- 
line carefully and to write down the ans- 
wer to cnch question as soon as the nec- 
essary 
information becomes available. 


When completed the notebook should be 
laid aside for reference when the enumer- 
ator calls. Questions to be asked con- 
cerning farm property will be these: 


First—Total value of farm, with all 


buildings and improvements. 


Scc,,nri—Value of buildings. 
Third—Value of all improvements and 


machinery, including tools, wagons., car- 
riages, harnesses, etc., and nil appliances 
and apparatus used in farming opera- 
tions.

Roosevelt, expressed his thanks but said 
that his address was intended only for 
the students of the university. 


As a man who spoke frequently, he 


warned his auditors to have nothing t'J 
do with the man whose words were not 
made good by acts. Referring to a stu- 
dent lust mouth assassinating Boutros 
Pasha lihali, premier and minister of 
foreign affairs and pronouncing the af- 
fair a calamity to ligypt, the speaker 
roundly denounced the assassin. 
This 


part o'f the address was received with 
great applause. 


Col. Roosevelt's Talk. 


Col. Roosevelt said in part: 
"No man may reach the front rank 


who is not intelligent' and not trained 
with intelligence. 
Mere intelligence it- 


self is worse than useless unless it is 
guided by an upright heart with strength 
and courage behind it. 
Morality, de- 


cency, clean living, courage, manliness 
and nclf respect arc more important than 
mental subtlety. An honest, courageous 
and far sighted politician is a good thing 
!n any country where his usefulness de- 
ponds chiefly on his ability to express 
the wishes of the population in which 
the politician forms only a fragment of 
the leadership, and where nien of a hun- 
dred different pursuits represent the av- 
frage type of leadership. 


"No people have permanently amount- 


vd to anything whose only public lead- 
prs were clerks, politicians and lawyers. 
Itemembcr always that the securing of a 
Mibstantial education, whether 
by 
a 


group of individuals or a people is at- 
tained only by progress as a unit. You 
ttin no more, make a man really educat- 
ed bv giving him u certain curriculum 
i>f studies than you can moke u people 
jit for self government by giving them a 
paper constitution. The training of an 
individual, in order to gt him to do good 
work in the world is a matter of years; 
and the training of a nation to lit it suc- 
cessfully to fulfill the duties of self gov- 
ernment is not a matter of a decade or 
two, but of generations.
